The  annual'  meeting  of  the  School  District  was  held 
in  the  Town  hall  Tuesday,  March  6th,  at  2.00  P.  M. 

Mr.  Edmund  B.  Hall  was  re-elected  Moderator,  but  de- 
clined to  serve,  and  upon  the  succeeding  ballot  Mr.  W.  Me- 
lendy  was  elected. 

Mr.  Frank  E.  Manning  was  unanimously  elected  Clerk, 
also  Mr.  H.  S.  Wonson  as  member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Mr.  Davis  resigned  his  position  as  member  of  the  School 
Board,  but  the  Board  asked  him  to  serve  out  the  year.  At 
the  district  meeting  he  was  asked  to  serve  out  his  term,  and  it 
was  voted  to  dismiss  Article  4. 

It  was  voted  to  build  a  new  schol  house  in  No.  6  so  called, 
to  sell  the  old  lot  and  building,  the  proceeds  to  go  to  the 
new  building.  It  was  voted  to  appropriate  $9,000  for  the 
same,  to  raise  $1,000  and  borrow  $8,000.  Mr.  Arthur  Davis, 
Mr.  Clarence  Crowell  and  Mr.  Ervin  E.  French  were  ap- 
pointed as  building  committee  with  the  following  as  an 
advisory  committee :  Mr.  George  Robertson;,  Mr.  Arthur 
Hodgman,  and  Mrs.  Frank  Tibbetts.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bedford: 

During  the  present  year  eight  school  buildings  have  been  in 
use — Nos.  1,  3,  4,  5,  6,  8,  9,  11.  Ten  teachers  are  at  present 
employed.  The  new  building  at  No.  6,  for  which  money  was 
appropriated  at  the  last  town  meeting,  was  ready  for  use 
when  the  schools  began  in  September.  This  is  another  real 
addition  to  the  school  accommodations,  affording  two  finely 
lighted  rooms  thoroughly  modern  in  every  way.  The  enroll- 
ment in  this  building  has  been  fifty  pupils. 

During  the  summer  vacation  repairs  were  made  in  a  num- 
ber of  other  buildings  so  that  at  present  most  of  them  are 
in  fair  condition.  A  bubbler"  was  installed  at  No.  4,  after 
the  water  main  had  been  laid  to  the  new  Country  Club  House. 

Last  May  the  School  Board  adopted  a  new  calendar  for  the 
present  school  year,  1923-'24.  According  to  the  former  ar- 
rangements nine  days  were  lost  from  school.  These  lost  days 
included  Labor  Day,  Columbus  Day,  two  days  at  Thanksgiv- 
ing, two  days  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year,  Washington's 
Birthday,  Fast  Day,  and  Memorial  Day.  The  new  calendar 
saves  six  of  these  nine  days  for  school.  This  means  that 
every  pupil  in  the  town  gets  six  additional  days  of  school 
without  any  additional  school  expense.  It  also  provides  more 
frequent,  but  not  too  long  vacations,  allowing  a  week  at 
Thanksgiving,  two  weeks  at  Christmas,  one  week  the  latter 
part  of  February,  and  one  week  the  latter  part  of  April.  This 
calendar  which  provided  six  days  more  of  school,  and  allows 
frequent  vacations,  and  which  ends  the  school  almost  at  the 
same  time  as  previously  ended,  is  meeting  with  favor. 
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In  the  budget,  the  item  for  High  School  tuition  appears 
to  be  rather  large.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  see  where  it 
goes  and  for  whom  it  is  paid.  From  the  town  of  Bedford 
there  are  sixteen  High  School  pupils  in  Manchester,  who  are:

Health  supervision  has  been  carried  on  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  school  nurse,  Mrs.  B.  E.  Barker.  A  few  times  it 
has  been  necessary  to  add  the  services  of  a  physician.  The 
beneficial  results  of  this  work  is  quickly  apparent  to  all  who 
have  been  following  the  schools.  In  the  main  the  work  may 
come  under  three  heads.  (1)  REMEDIAL.  Every  year 
certain  troubles  are  found  in  school  which  formerly  were 
thought  to  be  merely  a  personal  or  family  concern,  but  which 
at  present  cannot  be  tolerated  in  the  schools  Avhere  others  are 
in  danger.  After  examination  these  cases  are  reported  to  the 
family  physician,  or  in  case  there  is  none,  the  school  nurse 
makes  a  home  visit  and  gives  instructions  so  as  to  overcome 
the  difficulty.  Another  phase  of  the  work  is  (2)  PREVEN- 
TION. Pupils  suffering  from  severe  colds  or  sore  throat  or 
suspected  of  carrying  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  are 
excluded  from  school  so  that  the  ones  who  arc  free  of  it 
are  not  exposed.  (3)  EDUCATIONAL.  The  pupils  are 
instructed  in  the  rules  and  habits  of  health. 
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While  the  state  law  for  some  time  has  required  that  all  pu- 
pils must  be  vaccinated  there  has  been  some  laxity  in  the 
enforcing  of  it.  At  the  beginning  of  another  school  year  the 
law  will  be  strictly  carried  out  to  the  letter,  and  any  children 
not  having  met  the  required  law  will  be  excluded  from  school 
until  they  have. 

In  November  tests  in  arithmetic  and  spelling  were  given  to 
the  8th  Grade  pupils  in  the  state.  The  arithmetic  test  was 
one  which  was  given  in  1846  to  the  pupils  in  Springfield, 
Mass.  The  spelling  test,  while  not  consisting  of  the  same 
words  as  the  Springfield  test,  was  made  up  of  words  regarded 
as  equally  difficult.  The  table  below  includes  three  things, 
the  first,  the  "marks"  made  by  the  Springfield  pupils  in  1846 ; 
second,  the  "marks"  made  by  the  5,000  8th  Grade  pupils  in 
New  Hampshire  last  November,  and  third,  the  "marks" 
made  by  the  8th  Grade  pupils  in  Bedford  last  fall.  The 
Springfield  pupils  averaged  15  years,  6  months  of  age. 
The  New  Hampshire  group  averaged  just  two  years 
younger  or  13  years,  6  months.

While  it  is  true  that  many  things  are  done  now  that  were 

not  done  in  the  schools  of  1846  and  some  things  are  done  now 
in  a  very  different  manner,  yet  so  far  as  these  particular  items 
are  concerned  here,  it  does  not  appear  that  arithmetic  and 
spelling  are  crowded  out. 

The  attendance  roll  and  statistics  following  are  for  the 
school  year  ending  in  June,  1923. 

I  appreciate  the  most  cordial  and  complete  cooperation  at 
all  times  on  the  part  of  the  School  Board,  and  the  unfailing 
effort  of  the  teachers  on  behalf  of  Bedford  school  children.
